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THE SUEZ CANAL, OBJECT OF AXIS AGGRESSION 



A "SHIP OF THE DESERT" and its native rider comprise one 
means of guarding the Suez canal, British controlled gate¬ 
way to the Middle East. The conquest of this vital water¬ 
way is said to be one of Hitler's primary war objectives. 



FOR MORE THAN 100 miles, through the hot Egyptian sands, 
the canal is constantly under the eagle eye of native troops. 
Although nominally owned by a French-controlled company, 
the Suez is actually under control of the British navy. 




ANOTHER SHIP OF THE DESERT is this large ocean liner, apparently 
crossing a sea of sand, but really passing through the Suez canal in one 
of the flat sections of the isthmus. An average ship requires at least 
12 hours to pass down through this long, lockless ribbon of water. 



PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE HAZARD is even provided for ships 
using this artificial river. Suspended at regular intervals along the 
entire length of the canal ore these floating buoys. In case of fire 
aboard an oil tanker, an isolating ring is formed around it by the buoys.

THE SUEZ CANAL, for 80 years on agent of British and French 
imperialism, is now an objective of Axis imperialism in World 
War No. 2. Here The Star Weekly shows the famous ribbon of water 
which cuts 5,000 miles off sea routes from Europe to the east. 


Nominally the canal is operated by a private company, but now 
the British Navy is in actual control. An average ship requires 
about 12 hours to pass through the lockless, 100-mile stretch, 
the conquest of which is said to be Mussolini's primary war aim.
